DEATH OF LOUIS XV. 
The King Died of the Most Virulent Form 
of Smallpox. 

‘Wario Antoinette as Dauphine" ta the 
title of an articlo by Miss Anna L, Bick

On April 28, 1774, Loula XV felt tho 
first symptoma of illness while at Urianon, 
bia favorito summer palace adjoining Ver 
saillos, to which ho returned immediately. 
During the night of the 20th the charac 
teristic eruption of smallpox appeared in 
Its worst form, With admirable deyoted- 
ness tho king's daughters camo to his bed- 
side, notwithstanding the dreadful danger 
of contagion, and remained there day and 
night till his death. Marle Antoinette 
had asked admittance to his room, but, 
for very evident reasons, neither the heir 
bpparent nor his wife was allowed to 
breathe an atmosphere so dangerous that 
more than 50 pe took the smallpox 
morely from haying crossed tho gallery be 
fore the door of the king's room. M. de 
Lotoricres took the disease fatally, merely 
through haying opened the door to look at 
the king for two minutes, 

Regardless of danger, the archbishop of 
Paris came to Versailles. Ho was anxious 
to secure the means of repenta and a 
Christian death to the wretched sinner, 
but, at the same time, he dec) 1 that he 
would not allow tho last sacraments of 
tho church to be administered to tho dying 
man unless Mme. du Barry were previous- 
ly dismissed from the palace. On tho 
ith of May the Duchesse d’Aiguillon took 
her to a country house belonging to the 
Due d’Aiguillon. There was consequently 
no further obstacle to the administration 
of tho last rites of the church. Shortly 
afterward his condition became more 
alarming and it was cvident that the end 
was at hand, 

The courtiers crowded in the large room 
called tho “Salle de Geil de Boouf,”’ 
where they habitually awaited the king's 
pleasure. The carriages were in xoadiness 
to take the royal family to Choisy. A light- 
ed candle placcd in the window of the 
king's apartment was to be extinguished 
as the signal for departure, which tho fear 
of contagion, in addition to other consid- 
erations, caused to be impatiently expect- 
ed. 

Tho candle was extinguished. The great 
clock was stopped at the fatal hour—3 


p.m. It was the 10th of May, 1774. The 
rush of the courtiers, with a noise like 
thunder, as they hastened to pay homago 
to the new sovercign, was the first an- 
nouncement of the great eyent to the 
young heir and his wife. Louis XVI and 
Marie Antoinette burst into tears and with 
a joint impulse fell on their knees, ex- 
claiming: ‘‘God help us and protect us! 
We are too young to reign!’’ The king 
was not yet 20; the queen was in her nine- 
teenth year. 

Mme. de Noailles came into the room 
where they had remained together in se- 
clusion and anxious expectancy and ad- 
dressing them by their new titles, begged 
them to receive the dignitaries who had 
come to pay homage to the king and 
queen,. The queen appeared leaning on 
the king’s arm; weeping bitterly, she re- 
eelyed the first visits of the royal family 
and the principal officials, but the physi- 
cians urged the necessity of immediate de- 
parture. The carriuges wero ready and 
the whole court set off for Choisy, leaving 
the wretched remains of the late sovereign 
to the care of servants and workmen. The 
unfortunate man who soldered the lead 
coftin died within 24 hours. The body 
was taken to St. Denis, tho burial place of 
the kings of France, during the following 
night, with a military escort, followed by 
the execration of the populace loudly ex- 
pres: on the way. The scandalous reign 
of Louig XV was ended; a new reign was 
beginning, . 

“Le roi est mort!’” 

“Vive le roi!’

dent’s soldiery—advancing steadily and 
surely, pouring in a hot fire that bade fair 
soon to make of the retreat a demoralized 
rout. A fow stray bullets spattered against 
the walls of the alqueria, but I was too 
fascinated to heed the warning. Not until 
a missile, more minatory than the rest, 
snipped a fragment off the window sill did 
I judge it wise to duck down and await 
the outcome of the attack with what com- 
postire I could muster, 

Nor had I long to wait, As I afterward 
learned, Don Miguel had been killed early 
in the action, and his dispirited support- 
ers, thus deprived of leader, retained small 
stomach for further fighting—indeed, 
most of them were quite eager now to oat 
their principlos and cast their yotes in 
favor of the opposition candidate, The 
campalgn, both military and political,

It, isso much the fashion 
nowadays to decry the word of Latin an- 
cestry, to accuse it of being pedantic and 
heavy and ill suited tothe best, because 
the clearest, expression, shat I am the 
more ready to ascribe any good quality to 
it at all, and certainly this attribute of con- 
centration is not a bad one. Where tele- 
grams are concerned it’s a yery useful and 
economical consideration. It has always 
seemed to me that it-wasn’t the use, but 
the abuse, of the Latin word that is to be 
denounced. It is Saxon for strength, sim 
plicity and clearness in language, but 
Latin words are like jewels or any other 
full dress ornament—they should be used 
sparingly and with discretion or they fail 
to make any impression. It’s another 
proof of the statement that somebody or 
other has.amade, that those old Romans 
said less and did more than any other na- 
tion on earth,”’-—New York Sun.

it is so arranged that the sitting hen 
can go out in a little yard, scratch and 
dust without any inconvenience or an- 
noyance from the others, The egg or 
feed room has shelves in it and a loft 
(which is reached by 4 ladder made fast 
up the side) where the feed is kept. Fig. 
4 represents the roosts, two feet apart, 
of sassa . Fig. 5 represents a flooring 
of boards, with the same slant as the 
roosts, but placed two feet away from 
the roost. The droppings, falling on 
these boards, roll down into a trough at 
the lower end, as.shown. In the east 
side of the house is one large sliding 
window and in the south side two, with 
wire fenders or screens oyer all three. 
A building of this size and kind can ac- 
commodate 200 chickens with ample 
room, 


Watch the Poultry. 

When fowls are judiciously fed, made 
to take exercise and their quarters kept 
clean and free from lice, there is com- 
paratively no trouble with sickness, ex- 
cept in cases of contagion. 

When the combs and wattles of the 
fowls are of a bright red color, it indi- 
cates a condition of health, 

When the fowls are busy scratching, 
the hens laying and singing and the 
cocks crowing, these are signs of good 
health, 

When you can enter the henhouse 
after dark and hear no wheezing, it 
proves there are not any roupy fowls in 
the flock. 

When the edge of the comb and wat- 
tles is of 4 purplish red and the move- 
ments sluggish, there is something 
wrong. 

When fowls lie around, indifferent 
to their surroundings, they are too fat, 
and death trom apoplexy, indigestion 
or liver complaint will result unless 
the trouble is corrected. 

When the fowls are restless and con- 
stantly picking their feathers, they are 
infested with vermin. 

When young poultry, especially duck- 
lings, appear to have a sore throat and 
swallowing is difficult, it is the symp- 
tom of the large gray lice on the neck. 

As soon as a fowl gets ill isolate it 
and commence doctoring it at once. The 
trouble with far too many is that they 
Wait until the disease is in its advanced 
Stages before giving medicine. A very 
sick fowl is difficult to cure, and when 
cured it is seldom of value afterward.— 
Cable in Massachusetts Plowman. 


Preserved Eggs. 

A chemist has announced that he has 
discovered a method of treating eggs so 
that they will not spoil, and he asserts 
that in the future drinks in which eggs 
sre used will be mixed with eggs chem- 
ically insured. Eggs have been manufac- 
tured by artificial means so cleverly that 
it was difficult to téll them from the 
real article, but the discoverer of this 
remarkable method of preserving eggs 
alleges that he is the first man in the 
field to Nearly all of the 
smill soda water stands that muy be 
found through the thickly populated 
New York districts serve ogg phosphate 
during the summer months, and it oc- 
casionally happens that an egg of the 
1896 model gets mixed with a 1897 phos- 
phate, with rosults that are disastrous 
to the soda water proprietor. The in- 
ventor of the new methed believes that 
his eggs will do more than the police to 
keep the peace during the summer 
months in these soda water districts 
Thus far he has made uo explanation of 
his new invention, but he alleges that 
it has been thoroughly tested and found 
satisfactory.

Mode of Hatching and Rearing on a 
Great Poultry Estate. 

William H. Pye of Long Island 

ducks to the New York 

market this year than any other raiser, 

There than 10,000 ducks on 

his place at Eastport, and their capacity 


Mr.

I havea man who spends his 
whole time fishing, too, to provide a 
change of that sort for the ducks, but 
he doesn’t get enough to feed many. 
We give what fish we have to the duck- 
lings. It is very good for them—makes 
them grow and keeps them strong.’ 

Last year Mr. Pye shipped 13,000 
ducks to market. his year he has 
raised 19,000, nnd the hatching season, 
which begins about ¥ 1, Was not 
over until the end of August. The hatch- 
ing is done partly by means of incuba- 
tors, of which Mr, Pye has a large num- 
ber, and partly by hens, which have the 
reputation of being better at sitting 
than the ducks. Besides, the latter are 
more valuable for laying rposes. 
Comparing achieveme of the 
hens and the incubators, Mr. Pye gives 
the preference to the former with much 
decision. The natural if old fashioned 
methed seems still the best, a smaller 
proportion of the hen hatched ducklings 
being lost than of the others. The hens 
haye prejudices of their own as to the 
time which ought to be required for 
hatching, and they do not approve of 
sitting for the four weeks necessary to 
bring out young ducks. Consequently 
they have to be fenced in upon their 
nests, Which they are permitted to leaye 
only for a short time euch day. 

FKach day’s hatching is put into a 
ate pen. This accounts for the 


the 


great number of pens and facilitates 
the selection for shipping by having 
the birds all in lots according to their 
respective ages, Agouttwomonths from 
the time he steps out of his shell the 
duck is ready for murket, so that the 
first skipments are nade about April 1. 
From that time on the birds are shipped 
regularly until late in the fall. This 
year Mr. Pye will keep sending them 
until December. Last weck he sent 


about 1,000. They all go to Washing- 
ton market, but a laszo proportion of 
them are not used id amv York. They 
are bought up by the sceamship compa- 
nies in great quantities, and many of 
them are sold to the proprietors of sum- 
mer hotels near the city. Mr. Pye’s 


and each bird brings him about 65 
cents, In the spring the price is some- 
times 85 or 40 cents a pound. The ex- 
penses of such a farm are heavy, some- 


times aggregating $50 a day, so it is 
necessary to sell largely in order to 
make good profits. The loss owing to 
sickness among the stock is small, hay- 
ing been only 6 per cent this season. 

The ducks are all dry picked, and the 
task of remoying the feathers is a labo- 
rious one. It gives work to about 14 
girls of the neighborhood for three days 
in each week. These girls receive 5 
cents for each duck that they pick, and 
this system of ‘‘piecework’’ succeeds in 
stimulating the pickers’ exertions so re- 
markably that the feathers fly briskly 
all day long. Some girls are so expert 
as to make $3 ad day, and one small 
child has frequently earned from $1 to 
$1.50. The feathers are excellent for 
stufling pillows and are gathered into 
large bags and sold after the busy part 
of the duck shipping season is over. 
Formerly the money which the feathers 
brought exactly paid for the picking, 
those from one duck selling for 5 cents. 
But this season the price of feathers has 
come down until those on one bird are 
worth only 814 cents. 


The White Chinese Goose, 

The White Chinese goose was intro- 
duced into England some years since by 
Alfred Whitikar and brought to this 
country by John Giles of Connecticut. 
It is of a spotless white, more swan- 
like than the brown yariety, with a 
bright orange colored bill and a large 
orange colored knob at its base. It isa 
particularly beautiful bird, either in or 
ont of the water, its neck long, slender 
and gracefully arched when swimming. 
Tt breeds three or four times in a sea- 


son, and its period of incubation extends 
to five weeks. The geese are prolific lay- 
ers, but their eggs aro amall for the size 
of the bird, being not more than half the 
size of those of the common goose, The 
spring woslings are easily reared and 
are a fair average quality for the table. 
The disparity in size between the sexes 
is considerable, often amounting to 
over one-third of their relative weights, 
THe color, \u# the name indicates, is a 
pure, spotless white, which, cantrasted 
with the yellow or orange colored Dill 
and. legs, gives quite a pleasing effect, 
and the goose certainly deserves to rank 
in the first class of ornamental poultry. 


Large Ege. 

It is a somewhat curious fact that the 
weight of eggs is materially larger in 
northern than in southern climates. 
Canadian eggs, for instance, are heavier 
than those shipped from the United 
States, and eggs in the northern statos 
of this country are heavier than those 
from the routh.

EXCITING ADVENTURE, 


remarkable story 
Me., of an exciting adventure 
which befell one Peter Pipiere, a 
young farmer and hunter in the region 
just over the St. John River, Canada.

CLEARED THE HEIGHTS 

SIMLA, 30.—Fuller particulias 

have been ed of the capture of 
the Sampagha pass yesterday, 

Siv William Lockhart ancording to 
the despatches, explained his plan of 
attack to his officers on Thursday 
evening, and the advance from 
Gundaki commenced yesterday morn- 
ing in the darkness about five o'clock 
The main force, with six batteries 
moved straight on the pass. 

Detachments were sent to operate : 
against the viilages on the flanks. 

When day dawned all the troops were 
in position at the foot of the pass. The 
enemy’s position was very strong and 
the approaches to it were greatly ex- h 
posed, but until now the resistance 
had been trifling, thetribesmen having f 
been easily expelled from the villages | 
of Nazens and Fundimishti. 

Three batteries opened the attack on 
the pass between seven and eight 
o'clock, the ~ artillery thoroughly 
earching the enemy’s shelter, while x 

portion of the force turned the 
enemy's position on the right. All six 
batteries then shelled the defence. The 
enemy coukl not face the fire, 
general Gaselee, who led the infi 
spivitedly, had «a comparatively ¢ 
task. 

The pass was found to be a series of 
steep rises wording much dead ground 
to an attacking party. The troops, 
under cover of a mountain battery, 
captured height after height, and 
finally the 4th Gourkhas and the West 
Surrey men arrived at the summit 
together at 9:30 aan. The enemy now 
opened a well directed fire at the 
troops on the summit, but were 
effectually cleared from the surround- 
ing heights in about three hours, The 
total casualties did not exceed twenty.

Old Jim Clark was seated In front af 
the Engle hotel, Salamanca, N, Y His 
thair was tilted back, and his cigar was 
ited up.

Tim Clark had taken every other evening 
in front of that hotel for 15 years. On 
the other evenings he posed in a similar 
way atasimilar hotel in Meadville, Pa., 
the other end of his‘run'’ and some thirty 
odd miles away 

If any one ever earned the right to his 
affectionate and venerable tithe, Old Jim 
Ciark had He was old in years and old 
in the service For 30 years he had been 
in fhe employ of the Erie road, and be had 
served In every capacity In and around an 
ngine from a‘‘rubber'’ or grocen in the 
roundhouse to the driver of the Chicago 
limited 

It is as driver of the Chicago Imited 
between Salamanca and Meadville that 
Old Jim {ts known now both officially and 
smong his friends. He has pulled the fast 
train over the single track division until 
he knows the scars in every milestone and 
the rise In every grade. 

It is when seated in front of the hotel, 
with his chair tilted back and his cigar 
tilted up, that Old Jim is given either to 


philosophizing or to reminiscences, On 
this particular evening he indulged in a 
little of both. 

“It does beat the dev#,"’ he remarked, 
“how the public clings to that old fash- 
joned, wornout notion that every railroad 
driver liyes about six years and then, if 
he ain't killed on the road, dies of nervous 
prostration or brain fever caused by the 
terrible strain he is under and the awful 
thought that the next minute he may be 
wafted into the beyond along with 400 or 
500 passengers at his back. That notion 
is us old as the first locomotive ever built 
and is Just about as much played out, 

“You never read a story about a rail- 
road engineer in your life that he wasn't 
just everlastingly shaking in his overalls 
at tho thought of his ‘terrible responsibil- 
ity’ and of the ‘thousand souls’ or the 
‘precious freight’ that is entrusted to him. 

“Now, I'll admit that it’s all pretty and 
sounds nice and braye, but the only trou- 
ble with it is there is nothing in it. 

“Thaye no doubt the engineer would 
think about tho responsibility and worry 
some about the women and children be- 
hind him if he only had time and didn’t 
haye to hustle so all fired hard every min- 
ute to pull his train in on time. 

“But you see he hasn't got the time. 
From the minute he juinps into his cab 
and pulls open the throttle he is kept 
guessing to keep his old machine going 
fast enough under him to make the dis- 
tance within the schedule time. Nowa- 
days the railroads don’t allow many min- 
utes for the passengers and crew to get off 
and shoot jack rabbits, and the driver of a 
fast train over a division has his mind full 
all the time without going behind the tend- 
er and worrying about what is going to 
happen to the passengers if there is ao 
smash up. * 

“Thon there is the mechanical part of 
the gumne to keep your thoughts off the 
passengors, ‘How much coal is your fire- 
nan burning?’ ‘Could we pull up that 
hillif burning less coal or save time by 
rowding on the steam going down. hill? 
ry cngineer wants to get the maximum 
10nnt of speed out of his engine and 
burn a minimum amount of coal, He 
can’t think about that and the passengers, 
too, and so he lets the passengers slide and 
take cure of themselves. 

“You will hear them talk about the 
‘drawn, set face of the engineer as he 
climbs Into his cab." Does my face look 
drawn or set? I guess not. And I haye 
been pulling railroad cars for the last 30 
years. Do you know tho thing that wor- 
ries me when I crawl up into that old 
jumping jack of mine?” It’s how I am 
going to start the last coach. 

“TI can get the baggage car started all 
right and the smoker, and after consider- 
able yanking the two day coaches moye 
along ull pleasant and friendly, but it does 
seem as If I never could get that onery old 
sleeper coming. She just sags back and 
refuses to budge. That's what's turning 
my hair gray when the passengers back 
there are pitying me so much because I 
um haying nervous prostration about 
them, 

**I do not mean to say that an engineer 
who is true to his duty does not worry 
when there is actual cause for it, nor that 
he will not hang to his post until he has 
had the life mangled out of him, if he 
thinks it will do any good. ‘There are too 
many cases on record where locomotive 
drivers bave sacrificed their lives, but I 


mean to say that the popular notion that 
engineers stay awako nights dreading the 
responsibility before them is all wrong

'y get just as hardened to the work and 
llous to the dangers as a circus per 
former, and they think no more of the 
risks that they are taking. 

“I know of drivers now hauling freight 
trains who regularly go to sleep over cer 
tain sections of their run, Most of them 
are worked overtimo, and when they come 
to a hill they let the machine run down 
and snatch a wink or two of sleep before It 
strikes the level That's the only way 
they can catch up, and I'll bet dollars to 
doughnuts there are dozens of men on this 
road who havo tin their cabs today."’

It is a part of the man's wide curric- 
ulum, He is entirely at home in what 
is best for one to eat and is versed in hy- 
giene, but he suffers from indigestion. 
He is informed upon the conyentionalities 
of high life and yet avolds conventional 
society. He gives strong reasons for pes- 
simism, and yet he is a practical optimist. 
He loves literature, but would not allow 
the greatest author in the world to read a 
manuscript to him, He is actually more 
fond of music than any other man I ever 
saw and knows not a note of It, though he 
will catch an air the first time he hears it. 
He loves art, especially in painting, but he 
doesn't even write a good hand. He is an 
ardent admirer of women, but does not 
dance attendance upon them. Withal he 
is great in body, mind and soul.’’ 


TERRIERS HARD TO DOSE. 
Doctor Would Rather Treat a Bulldog 
Than One of Them. 

‘Give mo any dog to treat but a fox ter- 
rier,’’ said Dr. Rudolph B. Plageman, the 
canine specialist, the other day. ‘They 
not only are getting into trouble all the 
time, but they are harder to get out of it 
than all the other dogs combined. They 
are so quick and wiry and nervous that it 
is almost impossible to perform any surgic- 


al operation on them, and oven when you 
think you have got them where they can 
do no harm they will wriggle and squirm 
around until, the first thing you know, 
they have your hand or arm between their 
teeth and before they let go you know 
that they have been there. I had rather 
set a broken leg for a bulldog or a mastiff 
than treat oneof those terriers for indiges- 
tion, a complaint, by the way, which sel- 
dom troubles them. 

“The best dogs to treat in sickness or 
for an accident are the French poodles. 
They are wiser in the first place than most 
men, and they have both the sand and the 
sense to submit to treatment without 
making a row about it. 

*‘Next to the poodle, I consider the Irish 
terrier the most tractable, He is, to be 
sure, of much the same temperament as 
the fox terricr, but he is more kindly dis- 
posed and is not continually looking upon 
you as an enemy.

HENRY CEORGE DEAD. 


CARRIED OFF IN THE MIDST OF 
THE ELECTION. 


Electioncoring Was Too Great a Strain on 
His Nervous System—Died of Apoplexy— 
Sketch of His Career. 


New York, Oct. 20.—Mr. George re- 
tired late last night after addressing 
several large meetings. His room No. 22, 
was on the first floor of the Union 
Square hotel. Mrs. George was with him. 

About three o'clock this morning Mrs, 
George was awakened by the convulsive 
movements of her husband. He waa 
moaning faintly, Jumping up, she found 
him In a dying condition. She immedl- 
ately rang the bell, and night clerk E. 
A: Warner responded, He sent for » doc 
tor to West Jth street. It was over 20 
minutes before the doctor arrived, Henry 
George, jJr., who occupied 4 room on the 


second floor, was hastily called. He hur- 
ried to the bedside of his dying father. 
He, Mrs, George, and the doctor did all 


they could to save Mr. George, but de- 
spite their efforts ho passed away at five 
o'clock, He died with a smile on his face. 

Mr. George was not an old man in the 
mietter of years, but he was never 
rugged. He was ap extremely sepsitive 


Sketoh of 114 Career, 

Henry George was born on September 
2nd, 1889. He received a common school 
education, and then went into a count- 
ing-room, He was also a sailor, and 
learned the printer's trade, 

In 1858 he reached California, 
he worked at the printer's case until 
1866, when he became a reporter and 
afterwards an editor, working at differ- 
ent times on the San Francisco Times 
and Post. He returned to New York it 
1880, and went to England and Ireland 
the following year, where he was twice 
arrested as a suspect, but afterwards re- 
leased when his identity was established. 

Mr. George is best known to the world 
at large through his writings upon 
economic questions, notably his work 
entitled ‘‘Progress and Poverty,”’ pub- 
lished in 1879. His other works are: 
“Our Land and Land Policy’’ (1871); 
‘Trish Land Question’’ (1881) ‘Social 
Problems”’ (1883); ‘‘Property in Land,’’ 
# controversy with the Duke of Argyle 
(1884); ‘Lhe Condition of Labor,” an 
open letter to Pope Leo XIII, (1891); 
and ‘‘A Perplexed Philosopher’’ (Her- 
bert Spencer, 1892).

LORD ROSEBERY’S VIEWS. 

Mancuester, Eng., Nov. 2 —Lord Rose- 
bery addreesed a large meeting last vight in 
conrection with the centenary celebration 
of the chamber of commerce, He reviewed 
the history of free trade, elaborately eulogiz= 
ing whit he diecribed aos its ‘‘advantage to 
England,” Lord Roseberry contended that 
the condition of agriculture abroad, despite 
bounties and protection was little better and 
in some cases wae worse than in Eogland, 
He quoted Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Domin- 
ion premier, as ‘a most illustrious authority, 
sustaining the view that it is freo trade 
which has preserved and consolidated the 
British empire 2 

Ho fully agreed with Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
declared that any deviation from absolute 
political and commercial freedom would 
only wesken the bonds holding the empire 
together and said that “anything in the 
direction of an imperial zollverein would 
weaken the empire internally and excite 
the permanent hostility of the whole world, 
already seriously affected by Britiah prosper- 
ity under free trade,” He said he ‘would 
tread softly in the presence of the idesofs 
zollverein,” for he believes it already dead. 
It behooved them to walk strongly and 
warily in the path of empire, but such 
zolvorein would form a permanent menace of 
war,

A BIG SHIP WRECKED, 

Halifax, N.S., November 7 —The ship 
John McLeod, from Delaware Breakwater, 
bound to Halifax, with a cargo of raw augar, 
atruck the Sistera, off this port, at miduight 
last night. and foundeerd at noon today. The 
weather was very thick when the d 
happened. After striking the ship backed 
off, but was making water very fast and 


to one of the boats and landed «ut Devil's 
leland this morning. The remainder stayed 
on bosrd for several houre, when thsy were 
spoken by a pilot boat and then decided to 
abandon tho ship, fearing that she would go 
down before they had another chance to get 
away. One of the pilot determined to 
make theeffort single-handed to save the 
ship, and he stayed on board alone while 
meseages were bent to Halifax for assistance, 
Tugs put to sea at once but owing to the 
thick weather were unable for some hours to 
locate the sinking McLeod, It was then too 
late either to tow her into port or to beach 
her, ag she was too far away from the shore. 
At 12o'clock the pilot was taken off, and 
shortly afterwards the ship took a pluoge 
and disappeared, Some time before leaving 
her the pilot signalled an ovt-going steamer 
for assistance. but no attention was paid to 
the signsls Had tho man succeeded in 
getting the McLeod to land, he would have 
been worth something like a hundred 
thousand dollars topight. but the elements 
were against him, Some of the crew of the 
McLeod were injured ty beiog thrown

The Soldier In Germany. 

We say much in our press of militarism 
being a heayy burden to Germany. We 
mean usually that the cost of maintaining 
500,000 men in times of peace is some- 
thing of a burden to a sandy country with 
a poor population, True enough, but that 
cost is cheerily paid even in Germany, for 
it represents to the unthinking the insur- 
ance of their national independence. The 
real burden of the military system in Ger 
many falls indirectly much more heavily 
than it does in the budget, The burden 
lies in the fact that soldiors are selected 
for nearly every office, from railway por 
ters to primo ministers. Now, military 
discipline is a good thing up to a certain 
point, but there is a point in soldier 
training where the recruit ceases to be a 
citizen and thinks only as a goyérnmen- 
tal atom, ‘I'his is peculiarly the case in 
Germany, ‘The government first converts 
its citizens into military machines and 
then places these automata in positions of 
political responsibility where the largest 
amount of common sense and practical 
experience are required, 

ow the soldier is not a man trained to 
economy or to inyentiveness. His busl- 
noss as o soldier Is to spend government 
monvuy freoly and to destroy by bullet and 
saber whatever opposes him, He rides 
down growing crops, Wastes whatever he 
touches, never argucsy—commands or clse 

ys. ‘That is tho ideal soldier—tho Phil 
Sheridan, the Marlborough. With these 
qualities go frequently honesty, adminis 
trative capacity, courage, but rarely the 
gift of persuasion other than by an nltl

FROFIT IN POULTRY. 


What an Enter With 


€ 


rising M 
al May Do. 

A correspondent of The Country Gen- 
tleman describes a poultry farm he vis- 
ited some time ago to show what an en-

terprising farmer who is looking for 
larger profits can accomplish. A small 
firm, mostly in timber, but having a 
few acres of tillable land and a com- 
fortable house, had been purchased very 
cheap. The timber had been cut and 
nearly enough lumber and stove wood 
marketed to pay for the farm. A part 


of the lumber had been saved and used 
for building poultry houses. Several of 
these houses had becn cheaply built out 
of the rough lumber, the owner doing 
most of the work himself. They were 
double boarded, with paper between the 
boards; also board roofs and earth floors 
were made and windows on the south 
They were made very warm, but 
on appearance or 


side, 
no money was spent 


ornament. ‘The inside fixtures were few 
and simple. The houses were 30 to 40 
feet long and about 12 feet wide. On 


one side were the perches, rnnning the 
whole length of the building, with a 
platform under them, On the other side 
were nest boxes and feeding tronghs. 
The space between these was given to 
the hens for a scratching floor and coy- 
ered with hay or straw. 

These houses were several rods apart, 
and from 100 to 150 fowls were kept in 
each, The houses contained no divisions, 
and the fowls were not yardcd, but had 
the whole range of the farm. Instead of 
fencing in the hens he had fenced in his 
yvarden and other places he wished to 
protect from them. Near the buildings 
were some springs of running water. 
This water had been carried to some of 
the houses in pipes, so that fresh water 

sasily provided for the fowls. Cen- 
located among the houses was a 
ary, Which was quite large and 
contained a stoye with a large kettle 
for cooking the meat which was fed to 
the hens in the winter. In the building 
was also a power bone mill for grind- 
ing the bones. 

But few chickens are raised on the 


farm. Every fall the owner starts out 
with a large wagon filled with crates to 
buy ohickens. He buys both the pullets 
and cockerels at the market price by 
weight, keeps the pullets for his laying 
stock and ships the cockerels to the 
city. He keeps his hens two years, and 
then crates them alive and ships them 
to the city market in August and Sep- 
tember, so he must replace one half of 
his stock every year. He obtains neurly 
as much for the fowls he sells as they 
cost, so sayes the tronble and expense of 
raising chickens. Of course by this plan 
he cannot keep thoroughbred stock, but 
he says that he is in the business for 
the money there is in it, and there is 
more money for him in buying chickens 
than in raising them. 

The reason Why this man is able to 
make a good profit from his hens is that 
the greater part of their food is pro- 
duced on the farm. As fast as his land 
was cleared it was sown with grain, 
which sayed his money in buying grain 
for his hens, and now, after years of 
hard toil, he has removed the stumps 
and stones and fitted his land for grow- 
ing crops, so that now he.can grow 
abont all that is wanted for his hens 
and team, and their manure furnishes 
the fertilizer. His family do most of 
the work in caring for the hens in the 
Summer, 60 that he is able to give his 
time to his farm work. 

His hens pay him a profit of nearly 
$1 each, for there is but little outlay 
for food. Probably $700 to $800 is re- 
ceived for eggs. A buyer comes after 
them twice a week, and as he can get 
so many clean and fresh eggs at one 
place he pays 1 to 2 cents above his 
price for common eggs. If‘ to the 
amount received for eggs we'add the 
produce of the orchard and garden, 
house rent, etc., the income is about 
$1,000 per year, with an investment of 
only perhaps $3,000. 

There are many small farms of 25 to 
50 acres, with a house and other build- 
ings, that in these times can be pur- 
chased yery cheaply, and an outlay of 
a few hundred dollars more would erect 
suitable buildings and stock them with 
poultry. ‘Ten or 15 acres of oats, buck- 
wheat, corn and perhaps other grains, 
with cut clover, milk, ete., would fur- 
nish food for over 500 fowls. Two or 
three cows could be kept and fruit and 
vegetables grown for family use. For a 
man and family of children who can as- 
sist in caring for the poultry, and who 
has some capital, there seems to be a 
better prospect to make a living than in 
dairying or other kinds of farming at 
the present time. Nearly every business 
is full and pushed to the utmost, and 
because of the intense competition and 
large production the margins are grow- 
ing smaller. If we engage in a business 
that requires skill and the close atten- 
tion to deteils that many persons are 
not willing to give it, we can, to a cer- 
tain extent, get out of the general com- 
petition and make fuir profits. 

Hard and Soft Food. 

If any one will moisten a gill of corn- 
meal, it will be noticed that a large 
quantity of water will be absorbed. 
This water is not taken by the fowl vol- 
untarily, but thrdugh necessity, in order 
to accept the food offered. Naturally 
the fowls drink but little water, and 
but a small quantity at a time, unless 
deprived ef it for quite awhile) When 
the crop is packed with soft food and 
digestion is slow, decomposition begins, 
being hastened by the animal heat of 
the body. When the fowl consumes dry 
food and must seek it, the first portion 
is digested before the last enters the 
crop; hence when it drinks there is but 
& portion of the food eaten moistened 
and the crop is never full. This matter 
has been alluded to before, but it is one 
which should! attract attention and re 
seive consideration. To give soft food 
when it is necessary to do so is correct, 
Dnt wach food should be given only in 
limited quantities, and the ground food 
should be given dry in the trongh, if 
possible, /instead of forcing more water 
on the birds than they really require. 
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TURKEY MANAGEMENT. 


How to Scoure the Best Price—Fattening, 
Dressing and Sorting.

little 


in securing a large number of 
turkeys depends upon the winter 
nnd spring manugement. It is, howev- 
er, thing to raise a large flock and 
another to put it in the best shape for 
market. Many old and successful grow 
ers are not well up on this end of it. If 
their methods were improved and more 
care taken in fattening, dressing and 
sorting, as woll as in packing them as 
the trade gemands, much better prices 
would be received. Beginners who have 
BY eded fairly well in raising a flock 
are often all at sea when it comes to pre- 
paring them for market. 

Rhode Island turkeys are famous for 
their quality, Somo of our readers may 
remember the appearance of those tur- 
keys exhibited in the dressed poultry 
department of the Boston show. In the 
best markets in New York city, Provi- 
dence, Newport and Boston they lead 
those from other sections. In the same 
markets they often bring 10 or 12 cents 
more than those from all other states 
except Connecticut. About New Year's 
a leading New York paper quoted 
Rhode Island turkeys at 28 cents and 
everything else in the turkey line at 
less than 17 cents. Many growers are 
interested to know the reason.

It is not their fame in the past or be- 
ecanse they are scarce that thy sell for 
the most; it is on account of their su- 
perior quality. Much of this high qual- 
ity 1s due to the plump, com breed- 
ing stock used and to the way it is man- 
aged; also to the cure taken in growing 
and fattening the young turkeys. The 
pains taken in dressing and preparing 
them for shipment, however, probably 
does more than all else to give them 
their high standing. 

Of course you cannot dress a thin, 
flat bodied, long legged bird so it will 
sell with the best, but the plumpest, 
best shaped and most attractive bird in 
every V previous to killing may be 
so dressed that it must be classed with 
that which is inferior. 

Again, the handsomest young turkeys 
that are perfectly dressed if packed 
along with ill dressed ones or with 
tough old toms and hens must be classed 
with the latter and go for less than they 
are worth. Too many send nothing but 

“fair to poor’’ stock to market. In 
many cases it is simply because they do 
not know how to prepare it so it will 
bring all that can be got for it. 

Successful Rhode Island growers as a 
rule feed their turkeys from start to 
finish on wuorthern white flint corn, 
which they grow themselves. They take 
great pains to use nothing but well sea- 
soned old corn, because they have found 
that new corn causes bowel trouble, 
‘which is more to be feared in a turkey 
than any other fowl and is liable to be 
fatal. Diarrhea seems to be moré prey- 
alent among turkeys than any other 
disease, and a bird that gets sick is apt 
to die. Foraging in a field of green oats 
may give them diarrhea and much loss. 

Turkeys not only like northern flint 
corn best and fatten best on it, but it 
makes their flesh more tender, juicy 
and delicious. That given the little ones 
is coarsely ground and Mixed with sweet 
or sour niilk or made into bread that is 
moistened with milk, This is gradually 
mixed with cracked corn, which, when 
they are about 8 weeks old, is fed clear 
or mixed with sour milk. In the fall 
whole corn is given. 

Turkeys which can be given full lib- 
erty from the first on a dry pasture lot 
and after a few weeks allowed to roam 
and roost wherever they choose thrive 
the best if they escape accident or ene- 
mies. Two turkey hen mothers and their 
broods will then generally join forces, 
apparently for mutual protection from 
hawks and other enemies. Where they 
cannot be given full liberty they should 
be given fresh grass pasturage daily and 
milk curd, corn gluten and wheat, as 
well as corn, to take the place of in- 
sects. Great pains should be taken that 
they are not overfed and that they are 
given as much liberty for exercise as is 
possible. “he brood may be prevented 
from leaying acertain field by shingling 
the mother turkey so she cannot fly oyer 
the wall or fence. This, however, places 
her at the mercy of dogs. 

After June 1 those at full liberty are 
fed but twice daily. 

Resorts like Newport use hundreds of 
partly grown turkeys in July and An- 
gust, From $1.75 to $2.25 is given for 
those weighing from 14; to 4 pounds 
each. They are sold to dealers who sup- 
ply clubs, hotels and wealthy private 
families. These small turkeys are very 
lean and tender, and soon spoil or be- 
come discolored even if placed on ice; 
therefore only nearby raisers can han- 
dle this trade. 

If there is much risk or loss from dis- 
ease before the turkeys can be matured, 
or if the number grown is so great as to 
overstock the place, it may be advisa- 
ble to turn them off at this age. 

Possibly there are many other sec- 
tious where smull turkeys can be profit- 
ably marketed in this way. If your 
chickens, ducks and goese can be sold 
at greater profit for more money when 
partly grown than if kept until much 
larger and fed twice or three times as 
long, there may be possibilities for the 
enterprising turkey raiser in this direo- 
tion. —Samuei Cushman in Farm Poul- 
try. 


Pointe For Shippers. 

One of the greatest mistakes in ship- 
ping live poultry is that of mixing fat 
hens and roosters in the samecoop, The 
hens cannot be assisted in bringing bet- 
ter prices by haying males with them, 
while buyers will not buy in large lots 
and pay good prices for mixed stock 
The roosters only take up room in the 
coops and assist in crowding the hens, 
If the fowls are shipped, let them be 
“‘choice’’ in the market. If roosters 
must be sent, put them into a separate 
coop. It means a difference of several 
dollars on a coop of fowls if they are 
whipped properly. Dressed stock, shayld 
also be assorted, and'no fowls shoald be 
sent to markot unless they are fet.— 
Warm and Fireside

hints of our methods. Having select- 
ed the stock you intend to grow for 
the coming season, get some good 
loamy soil which can be materially 
improyed b mixing in a liberal 
quantity of sharp sand Next select a 
suitable sized pot, and after washing 
clean and soaking itin clean water 
for afew minutes, place a stone or 
piece of broken pot over the hole in 
the bottom ofthe pot. Fill the pot 
three-fourths full with the prepared 
soil, then place the bulbs in and fill 
the pot within an inch of the top, 
ressing the soil firmly around the 
Bub. The hyacinth, tulip, crocus, 
allium aud ornithogalum must, after 
potting, be well watered and then be 
set away in a place which is dark and 
quite cool. Leave them there to form 
roots, this will take from eight to ten 
weeks. It is necessary that these in- 
structions should be fully carried out 
if good results are to be secured. 
Leave the bulbs in the dark until the 
soil is filled with roots and they will 
then be ready to make a strong and 
healthy growth as soon as they are 
brought to the Light and warmth. 
Before taking the plants from the 
cellar see that the soilis full of roots, 
If it is not full, and the bulb is sonnd, 
leave it until roots are formed, Ex- 
amination can be made -by inverting 
the pot and slipping the ball of earth 
out without disturbing the bulb, The 
Mexicun lily, narcissus, calla, tretellia 
and freesian, should, after being pott- 
ed in the usual way, be watered

An English Naturalist. 


Prof, Leonard S. Loat, of Southborough, 
Tonbridge Wells, Kent, Eogland, spent 
week or two in Deecronto aa the guest of 
F, W. Taylor, manager of tho Bank of 
Montreul, The profeseor. who iso young 
man, is an enthusiastic naturalint, making o 
pevialty of ornithology in which he hae 
takon a long course of study, He ie a stud- 
ont of Prof, Hower, of the Boyal College of 
Science, London, England, and be also took 
a course at the university of Froiburg, 
Germany, famous for ita preeminence in this 
branch of ecienge, During his stay In

birds having already migrated, Ho con- 
siders Canada a tplendid country for tho 
study of the babits of many epeolos of birds 
andit ie probable ho will at some future 
time vieit it for this purpose, He left this 
weok for Jamaioa and tho other West India 
felands, where he will remain for some time 
before proceeding to British Guiana and 
other parts of South America whore ho will 
collect more apooimens and etudy bird life,

BAYFIELD FRATRICIDE 


HARVEY ELLIOTT SHOT BY HIS 
BROTHER. 


Jealousy Sald to Have Existed Between 


Them=—Thely Mother und Sister Saw the 
Deed—The Young Men Mad Been Drink- 
ing Freely. 


Clinton, Noy. 10.—The village of Bay 
fleld,one of the quietest spots in Canada, 
has been the conter of perhaps one of the 
saddest fatalities ever enacted through @ 
brother’s quarrel. The Albion Hotel, 
since the death of the father about one 
year ago, has been run by two sons and 
a faithfukmother, Harvey Elliott to day 
is a victim of his brother's mad frenzy, 
having been killed by a bullet fired by 
his brother Fred, «a boy of nineteen 
years, 

From what can be learned from the 
villagers, who are loath to give partic 
lars, the facts of the case are as follow 
Both had been indulging too freely in li- 
quor, and about 8.30 p.m. Harvey 
Elifott, along with a friend named Du- 
mart, who had taken a drive to Varna, 
a small village about four miles distant, 
returned, and a dispute followed which 
led to abuse. While the brothers were 
still quarrelling, Dumart and another 
friend named Woods adjourned to a 
nelghboring store to purchase biscuits 
and cheese for a lunch. When Woods and 
Dumart returned they found the broth- 
ers still quarrelling. What paseed between 
them is not known, but shortly after- 
wards Harvey went outside the hotel, 
followed by his brother Fred, who at 
once fired at him, the ball entering the 
Jeft side, passing through the aorta and 
trachea, Death was very quick, he hay- 
ing died shortly after medical ald was 
called, He bled profusely from the mouth 
and the wound. As he fell he was caught 
by his friend, Albert Woods, and his 
life's blood tells the spot where the fatal 
deed was done. He was at once carried 
into the house, but died immediately 
after being carried in, The affair was 
witnessed by his mother and sister, who 
are heartbroken over the sad case. 

Many stories are afloat as to the cause 
of the trouble, but perhaps the most 
likely is the one of jealousy over a young 
lady. The brotber who did the deed is 
known to be of a quiet disposition, and 
after learning of the terrible deed he had 
aone, exclaimed, ‘‘My God, why did I 
live to bring this trouble upon my mo- 
ther?’ He feels his position most keenly 
aod now realizes the full enormity of his

WINDSOR NEWS, 


A Flying Roller Assaulted—Sequel to the 
Flag Incident, 

Windsor, Ont., Nov. 10.—The threat- 
ened outbreak against the colony of Fly- 
ing Rollers, of this city very nearly took 
practical form Jast night. David McKay, 
one of the most prominent ‘‘rollers,’’ left 
the ‘New Eve'’ store on Sandwich street 
at a late hour to go to the ‘‘God House,’’ 
but when he had covered about half the 
distance he was stopped by half a dozen 
men, who attempted to clip the flowing 
locks from his head. McKay struggled 
desperately to save his hair, and managed 
to break through the crowd, and took 
refuge in a near-by store, the proprietor 
of which was friendly towards him. A 
big revolver then made its appearance in 
the hands of the shopkeeper, which had 
the effect of quieting the crowd and 
they dispersed, leaving McKay to get 
home the best way he could. Some time 
curing the night the glass windows of 
the ‘‘New Eve’! store were smashed Jn, 
but no one seems to know who the cul- 
prit was. The people in the vicinity of 
the ‘Roller colony’’ are still highly in- 
censed at the manner in which the 
disciples of Prince Michael carry on, and 
they say the threats to tar and feather a 
few of them will be put into effect some 
dark night. 

Mr. Thomas Kinsella,who for the past 
12 years has occupied a prominent posi- 
tion in the offices of Hiram A. Walker 
and Sons, Walkerville, will sever his 
connection with the firm to-morrow, ow- 
ing, it is said, to the ‘‘flag incident,’’ 
which occurred in Walkerville in the 
early part of the summer. An Irish flag 
had been hung upon one of the gates at 
the railroad crossing on jubilee day, but 
it was seen by Mr, Robbins, manager of 
the Walker firm, who pulled it down, 
The affair occasioned much comment at 
the time, and the act was censured, it is 
said, by several Irish societies.

of Godefroi de Bouillon. In order to five 
this favorite hero of theirs the glory ofa 
supernatural orlgin the French singers 
picked out from their legendary lore the 
twan knight Helyas, as he is called in the 
French epies, and made him the grandfa- 
ther of Godefroi de Bouillon, 

‘The enterprising writer of the article 
has succeeded, he thinks, in identifying 
this semimythical personage as a real one, 
This he has done by actual genealogy. 
Godefroi’s younger brother Baudoule, later 
on king of Jerusalem, was married to 
Godchilde, the only daughter of a Seigneur 
de ‘Tocni in Normandy, ‘The grandfather 
of this Godehilde was Roger I. de Toent, 
who diced in 1040, and it is he to whom the 
writer mentioned assigns the role of the 
ewan knight. He bases his assumption 
upon the following argument, which fully 
agrees with tradition: Roger de Toent had 

ait of arms a swan; he liberated the 
oppressed Countess of Barcelona from her 
enemies, received as reward the hand cf 
her daughter and later on retired, for un- 
known reasons, to his own couhtry. The 
tmaain facts of this story remained in the 
popular memory, although tho locality and 
hames were forgotten and tradition ap- 
plied to them new names and places, add- 
ing also, in time, the mysterious attributes 
of the knight as well as his command to 
his bride never to inquire his origin. So, 
at least, Herr Blote tells us, and until we 
aré able to get a better explanation of the 
rise of this saga we may as well accept 
his.—St. Louis Republic.

Pasa the same period the losses to 
the roll were by death and other 
causes, 41,122, The whole number of 
pensioners on_ the rolls June 30, 1897, 
was 976,014. The net gain over the 
previous year was 5.336.

Writing of "When Moody and Sankey 
Stirred the Nation,’ in The Ladies’ Home 
Journal, Nathaniel P, Babeock thus re 
“ills the first revivals held by the well 
known ovangelists in New York city 
**To the hippodrome!’ was the ery of th: 
Protestant religious world of v York 
during the early months of the year 1876. 
Twenty-one years ayo, and yet the strange 
ness of those days, when over the great 
motropolis hung an atmosphere charged 
with the electricity of religious zeal, is 
fresh in my memory. ‘To the hippo- 
drome!’ The words were uttered from tho 
pulpits of scores of churches—first as ad- 
vice, then as a command—by ministers to 
yzations. ‘lo the hippodrome!’

ABOUT MEN'S TRUNKS. 


Including Some That Are Pat to Inter- 
esting Special Usos. 

The American still prefers decidedly to 
got his baxgaye into as compact form as 
possible. ‘There are made, however, now- 
adays men’s trunks that are models of 
convenience, They have places for eyery- 
thing, a placo for adress sult and com- 
partments for other sults, a compartinont 
for hats and another for shoes, a place for 
shirts and a place for neckwear, a division 
for a dressing case, and soon, In sucha 
trunk aman could carry everything ho 
might require for wear on cither business 
or social occasions and In supply sufficient 
for a trip of some duration 

He would have also # number of trayel- 
Ing bags of different sizes, adress suit case 
and other trunks, all these for use as they 
might be neede If he went in for hunt- 
ing, for instance, he would have a trunk 
to carry his guns and his hunting outfit, 
but the general fact remains that the ayer- 
age American likes to get his baggage into 
the most compact form possible and tho 
smallest number of pieces. 

There are, however, men who do not 
thus limit themselves, who, for example, 
carry their shirts in « case especially made 
for the purpose. Shirt cases are made of 
sole leather and to carry one dozen or two 
dozen shirts cach. Shirt cases are still o 
decidedly exceptional article of baggage, 
but a manufacturer of fine trunks and 
traveling equipments said that ho had 
made more shirt cases this year than ever 
before. 

Some men also carry thelr boots and 
shoes for riding and walking in trunks 
made especially for that purpose, with sep- 
arate compartments for each pair. There 
are men living in various cities and towns 
outside of New York, some of them hun- 
dreds of miles away, who not only buy 
their shirts here, but who send them back 
here regularly to be laundered. This is 
done here better than anywhere else in the 
country, for the simple reason that the 
best laundry workers are found here. 
Some men who send their shirts to Now 
York to be laundered buy here trunks 
made especially for the purpose and hold- 
ing five or six dozen shirts cach.—New 
York Sun. 


“IN GOD WE TRUST.” 


Origin of the Legend on Coins of the 
United States, 

Director Preston of the mint has been 
asked so often about the origin of the leg- 
ed on the coins of this country, ‘In God 
We Trust,’’ that he has made a statement 
of the results of his researches. 

So far as the department records show, 
the first suggestion for the recognition of 
the deity on the coins of the United States 
was made by M. R. Watkinson of Ridley- 
ville, Pa., who signed himself ‘‘Minister 
of the Gospel,’’ in a letter dated Noy. 13, 
1861. He wrote to Secretary Chase some- 
what as follows: ‘‘You are probably a 
Christian. What if our republic were now 
shattered beyond reconstruction? Would 
not the antiquaries of succeeding centurics 
sightly reason from our past that we were 
a heathen nation? What I propose is, that 
instead of the Goddess of Liberty we shall 
have next inside the 13 stars a ring in- 
scribed with the words ‘perpetual union;’ 
within this ring the all secing eye, crown- 
ed with a halo; beneath this eye the 
American flag, bearing in its field stars 
equal to the number of states united. In 
the folds of the bars the words, ‘God, Lib- 
erty, Law.’ This would make a beautiful 
coin, to which no possible citizen could 
object. This would relieve us from the ig- 
nominy of heathenism. This would place 
us openly under the diyine protection we 
haye personally claimed. From my heart 
TI haye felt our national shame in disown- 
ing God as not the least of our present na- 
tional disasters. ‘I’o you first, I address a 
subject that must be agitated.”” 

Secretary Chase was impressed with the 
suggestion and moyed in the matter, so 
that ‘‘an act was passed April 22, 1864, 
changing the composition of the 1 cent 
piece and authorizing the coinage of the 2 
cent piece, the deyices of which were to bo 
fixed by the director of the mint, with the 
approval of the secretary of the treasury, 
and it is upon the 2 cent bronze piece that 
the motto, ‘In God Wo Trust,’ first ap- 
peared.’’ The legend was ordered on 
other coins by subsequent acts, and final- 
ly, in 1873, it was ordered to be inscribed 
on such coins as admit of it.—Chicago In- 
ter Ocean.

Payn knew Thackeray intimately, 
and has some entertaining reminiscences 
of his editorial troubles when Thackeray 
presided over the fortunes of The Corn 
hill Magazine. “Communications from 
his contributors, and especially the 
would be ones, annoyed and often dis- 
tressed him. Payn recalls his complain- 
ing of one of them with a vigor and ir- 
ritation which amused him exceedingly. 
A young fellow had sent him a long 
story, for which he demanded particu- 
lar attention ‘‘from the greatest of noy- 
elists’’ upon the ground that he had a 
sick sister entirely dependent upon him 
for support. Thackeray was touched by 
the appeal, and, contrary to his custom, 
wrote his correspondent « long letter of 
advice, inclosing also—which was by 
ns contrary to his custom—sonie 
pecuniary assistance. ‘‘I feel for your 
position,’’ h 1, ‘and appreciate your 
motive for exertion, but I must tell you 
at once that you will never do anything 
in literature. Your contribution is 
worthless in every way, and it is the 
truest kindn both to her for whom 
you are working and to yourself to tell 
you so straight. Turn your mind ut 
once to some other industiy.’’ 

This produced a reply from the young 
man that astonished Thackeray a great 
deal more than it surprised Payn, It 
was couched in the most offensive terms 
conceivable and ended by telling the 
“‘proat novelist’’ that, although he bad 
attained by good luck to the top of the 
tree, he would one day find himsclf 
where he deserved to be, at the bottom 
of it, ‘For my part,’’ said Thackeray 
(upon Payn showing some preliminary 
symptoms of suffocation), ‘I see little 
to laugh at.

Incrensed Enjoyment From Other Senses. 


They Go to the Theater, the Opera and 
the arks, and Some of Them Travel, 
Marvin Clark, the Billo J oalist. 


A blind man’s life is by no means with- 
outits joys. His days are not spent in 
alhtloss sorrow. Ho has his pleasures, all 
the keener perhaps beeause ho is deprived 
of the great one of looking at people and 
things, Marvin HR. Clark, who is known 
among his friends as the blind journalist, 
belloves that the joys far outwelh the sor- 
rows in the lives of those born blind or do- 
prived of sight

A 
blind man ann himself just like one 
riding to his tastes, pro- 
vided he has the money, Itis nine ycars 


since I became totally blind and in all 
that thine L haye found my greatest source 
of recreation in my literary work. I have 


continued to write fiction and special sto- 
ries for papers in and out of town. Since 
I returned from the Bermudas I'ye writ- 
ton two comedies and a noyel of 150,000 
words and in all of this work I’ve found 
the keenest pleasure. 

‘Many blind mon are very fond of the 
theater. I seldom go on account of my ill 
health, but when I do I enjoy it thorough- 
ly, Of course I can’t seo tho beautiful 
scenery and costimnes or watch the facial 
expressions of the players, but I got much 
pleasure from the play just the same, 
though I wouldn't if I went alone. I al- 
ways go with a friend and obtain my ecn- 
joyinent almost entirely through him, just 
asa person who can see partakes of the 
enjoyment of a companion. There is a 
bond of sympathy between two persons 
who are friends, and the pleasure felt by 
one communicates itself to the other, It 
is different with the opera, and I geta 


sense of enjoyment out of that, all my 
own, which can never come from-a play 
or any speaking part. A blind man usual- 
ly possesses all of his other senses, and 
they improve to a degree that conipensates 
ina measure for the loss of sight. His 
sense of tuste grows stronger, ang ho is 
able to enjoy his food more, The touch 
becomes finer, and he -is better able to ap- 

reciate the texture of objects. The hear- 
4s is rendered more acute, und T haye not 
the slightest doubt that people who are 
blind hear sweet sounds that are never 
heard by men who can sec. However, the 
othor senses are never so strengthened as 
to offset the loss of sight. If [had it, I 
would willingly, cagerly give the wealth of 
all the world to recover iny sight, and any 
other blind man will tell you the samo 


thing. Ican’t sce anything that is beau- 
tiful. A flower is given to mo, and I an 


told that it is beautiful, but I cannot seo 
its beauties for myself. Ican only touch 
and smell it. Someone tells me thata 
magnificent building is going up. Ican 
only ask what style of architecture it is, 
how many stories high, what material is 
being used, and soon, and then picture in 
my mind what it looks like. I can’t enjoy 
a beautiful bit of scenery, a yessel on the 
water, the facial expressions of those to 
whom I talk. I can only be told about 
these things and see them in imagination, 
which is more often wrong than right. 

“We blind people make o great many 
mistakes, especially concerning the per- 
sonality of those we meet. Of course we 
judge a man largely by his voice. For in- 
stance, if I meet aman with a full, deep 
voice, I immediately picture him to myself 
as being a tall, stout fellow, middle aged, 
with black hair, a full black beard and 
very well dressed. Nino times out 6f ten 
if I ask for a description of him after he is 
gone some one 's, ‘Oh, he’s a little chap, 
with a little sandy mustache, about 25 
years old and yery shabbily dressed.” 

“There are three sources from which a 
blind man can derive almost as much 
pleasure as one who sees. They are walk- 
ing, driving and traveling. None of us is 
too poor to walk and many blind men aro 
brave enough to walk about the city 
streets alone. Others, who are totally. 
blind, are too nervous to do this. Tho 
great majority of persons said to be blind 
are not totally blind. Lam, 

“Nearly every blind man enjoys a long 
walk through the park in summer or 
along one of the avenues in winter. He 
feels the beauty and life and motion about 
him, and that is more than a great many 
who see these things do. The blind enjoy 
driving just as much as they do walking, 
and I am sure that the blind man who can 
afford to keep his own turnout or hire one 
every day is much better in health and 
spirits. 

“Tt will be hard for you who see to be- 
lieve that a blind man can get any pleas- 
ure out of traveling in strange countries, 
I suppose. Well, hecan, I spent cight 
months in Bermuda, and I never enjoyed 
astay anywhere as I did that trip. It 
was far more beautiful to me than any 
place I ever yisited before I lost my sight 
The descriptions I had read of the place 
were not equal to nature in any way. My 
enjoyment was in tho climate and in the 
peculiarities of the people, I knew that 
thoy were outof the usual by their conver 
sation and by the descriptions that I heard 
Most people think that the blind are in- 
clined to draw themselves into their shells, 
to grow morose and cynical. I am a mem- 
ber of the Press club and used to go there 
a great deal once. When Colonel Cockerill 
was president, ho often said to me: 

“Marvin, you are the happlest man I 
know,’ and ho wondered at it. Ono day 
be said to me, ‘How do your thoughts 
tend? Were you never downhearted?’ 

J s, colonel,’ | answered. *No hu- 
man bolng was ever so downhearted os 1 
was during the flve years I folt ny sight 
yolng from me, It was Hke passing 
through the dark valley of the shadow of 
death. When I looked at things, I would 
say, ‘Chis may be my last look.’’ I went 
about the olty looking at certain houses 
and places. I looked at objects about my 
room, L looked at the people I loved, real 
{ving that my sight waa fading day by 
day and tried to burn certain pletures on 
my brain, 1 was most misorable.

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POULTRY FARMS. 


Chicken Kalsing by Women Near Cities 
and Small Towns, 


The raising of poultry is one of tho 
most suitable oceupations for women 
who live in small towns or in the coun- 
try, and when properly and practically 
yuinaged money can always be made 
Ohildren usually like to help about 


chickens, and the mother can nearly al 
Ways count on her boys and girls taking 
an interest in the poultry farm, espe 
tially if they are allowed to have a few 
chickens of their own. The statistical 
burean reveals an interesting and kig- 
nificant fact. The cash value of the cot- 
ton products of the United States for a 
certain year was given at $410,000,000, 
the suiry products $254,000,000, while 
the poultry products showed the robust 
sum of $560,000,000. Surely this tells 
the value of the poultry farm. 

The city and state of New York con- 
sume about $48,000,000 worth of poul- 
try and eggs every year, and the United 
States consumes abont $500,000,000. 
England imports annually $48,000,000 
worth of eggs and fowls for domestic 
consumption, 

“So it will be readily seen,’ 
of the women poultry ers, ‘‘that 
poultry pays. It can be begun on a 
smll plan, with ordinary barnyard 
fowls. As the stock increases and the 
business grows a higher grade of poul- 
try should be bought and the best possi- 
ble care should be taken of each feath- 
ered inmate of the barnyard. Whilea 
food breed of chickens is always desira- 
ble, the quality of the eggs depends 
chiefly upon the food of the fowls.

It is as necessary as the carbon- 
aceous. tive them good wheat grains, 
not shriveled, imperfect grains, but the 
best you can get. Cut up clean, whole- 
some meat and give them, and let them 
have a good ‘run’ of ground, coyered 
with clover and grass. ‘Then there 
should be a plot of gravel, strewn with 
oyster shells and pounded bones. Chick- 
ens should haye their drinking water 
in clean iron yessels, Let everything 
about the poultry yard be scrupulously 
clean, and the henhouses, roosts and 
nest shelves should receive the most. 
careful attention. 

‘“*A pound of naphthaline crystals 
dissolved in a gallon of kerosene and 
applied as one would coal oil is recom- 
mended as a destroyer of lice and other 
verinin. 

“Finely ground red pepper mixed with 
fresh meal dough is a good tonic for 
chickens during the winter and should 
be fed to them about once a month. Be 
sure that their winter quarters are 
warm and neyer forget to keep them as 
clean as possible.’” 

Mrs. E. R. Sulley recently read a pa- 
per on ‘* Women and Poultry’’ at Spirit 
Lake institute, Iowa, which was pub- 
lished in full in The Farm News for 
August. Among other things she says: 

“Keep your chickens warm, clean, 
busy and well fed. Haye your chickens 
to kill in July and August, when the 
tourists are abroad, not in October and 
November, when the market is flooded. 
Have your hens lay in winter when eggs 
are high. You can do this if you will 
study them. Then your chickens will 
pay. 

“Do not do as the farrger does. He 
allows his chickens to roost in the trees, 
lay, if they Jay at all, where they can, 
steal their nests in summer, and raise 
their chickens in that way. The farmer 
comes in some morning and says, ‘The 
old speckled hen came out this morn- 
ing with two,chickens.’ The hens are 
gorged with corn one day and starved 
the next. To succeed in the chicken 
business you must study their wants 
and supply them. They need good care, 
and that means work.” 


Mow to Kill Lice, 

I have always been interested in 
poultry, and for 15 years I have kepta 
small flock of from 15 to 20 hens and 2 
cockerels, the most of the hens now be- 
ing full blooded buff Leghorns. From 
the two numbers of your paper I have 
received ideas that would be cheap at 
$5. One article alone on feeding too 
much will save more than 6 per cent in 
grain in a short time. I have been feed- 
ing three times daily all they would 
eat, and I haye often wondered why 
they stood around so much. Living in 
a village, I kept them in, except spring 
and fall, One thing that has bothered 
me very much” has been the wildness of 
the flock. They remind me of partridges 
somewhat. Since reducing their feed I 
find that they are not nearly so wild. I 
think even human beings are less inde- 
pendent when hungry. I have no bother 
with lice of any’ kind since I began 
using kerosene oil, Ihave a small tin 
spraying pump, one of the kind used in 
a pail for washing wagons, spraying 
fruit trees, etc. With a quart or two of 
plain kerosene, costing 5 or 6 cents, and 
the finest spraying nozzle I can puta 
light or heavy film of oil oyer the whole 
inside of the house, and goodby lice. I 
use it once a week in summer, I think 
a thin lime whitewash could be applied 
in the same way, but I have not tried 
it. I think the oil isa good disinfect- 
ant.—Cor, Poultry Keeper, 


A Japanese Rooster. 

The Nutional museum at Washington 
has just received an example of the 
powers of the Japs in this mode of stock 
breeding which cannot be found uny- 
where else in this country. The fowl in 
question is a rooster, This rooster prob 
ably would not impress one as different 
from the ordinary barnyard chanticleer 
wore it not for the enormous length of 


the tail. The tail is exactly 10 feet 6 
inches in length and remarkable for its 
great beauty. From the back of the 
rooster extend adozen long filament 
feathers, any one of which would be 
long in the ordinary fowl, but three of 
the feathers reach the great length 
stated, They are of u bright peacock 
blue and prosent # beautiful coloring, 
especially in the sunlight,

VALUE O# FRUIT SPRAYING, 


Toronto, Nov, 16.—The Ontario De- 
partment of Agriculture is in receipt ofa 
consigninent of apples from Albert Pay, a 
fruit-grower in the St. Catharines district, 
The varieties include Baldwins, Russets, 
Spies, Greenings, Snow Apples, Pippins 
and King of Tompkine. They show the 
difference caused by spraying fruit trees, 
the apples from spraying trees being much 
larger and free from blemishes, rust spots, 
ete, Mr. Pay writes to say that he coa- 
siders spraying is no longer an experiment. 
He says that on sprayed trees there isa 
good crop of Spies and Greenings, and 
that eighty percent of the apples are 
good, while on trees that were not sprayed 
the crop did not amount to half as much, 
and only about forty percent of it was of 
good quality.

“MRS. RESCUB.” 


We were between the Azores and Ma- 
doira, bound for a port in the West In- 
dies, in the American ship Ben Joyce, 
when a ourious thing happened one 
morning about an hour before daylight. 
The wind had died away soon after mid- 
night, and by 2 o'clock the sea was like 
amill pond. The ship was swinging 
her head to every point of the compass, 
and with the exception of the lookout 
man the watch on deck were catching 
40 winks of sleep. I was that lookout 
man, It is required on all vessels at sea 
that the man on the bows shall be as 
wide awake in a calm as when the craft 
is moving, and I was digging my eyes 
and fighting away sleep when a curious 
sound from oyer the bows caught my 
ear. It was a dark night, with nota 
star visiblo, and I could not see beyond 
the end of the jib boom. As I listened 
to the noises the only thing I could 
compare it to was the noses of sharks 
bumping againsta small boat. It would 
have been ridiculous to call to the mate 
and give him any such explanation, but 
I finally called his attention to the curi- 
ous noises and left the cause to his own 
perception. 

“Thero’s araftor boat out thore,’’ 
he said after a moment, ‘‘and the noise 
may be made by oars. I'll burn a port 
fire.”’ 

The port fire lighted up the sea for 
100 feet around, and the first thing we 
saw was a ship’s boat within 40+ feet of 
us on the port bow.

dead, she moved and uttered a groan 
and gave us a great fright. We had her 
on board after a couple of minutes, and 
the small boat, which was a captain’s 
gig, new and without a name, was later 
on hoisted up. 

Captain Clark was a single man 30 
years old, and neither of his mates was a 
married man, They found the woman 
greatly exhausted throngh thirst and 
hunger, but with life enough to build 
hopes on, and they handled her so well 
that at the end of an hour it was re- 
ported on deck that she was asleep and 
would probably pull through. An hour 
after daybreak a breeze came, and we 
got on our course, and after a careful 
inspection of the body of the strange 
man it was given a sailor's burial.

Ihave studied it all my life, 
fod though Tam: still quite a young man 
I dure say that fow men of any age have 
ileyoted more attention to physical culture 
and all that apportains to it Tam not 
speaking morely of physical development 
as oxcmplificd in myself—although I may 
be pardoned if I contend that T, inmy own 
person, am an Srrefutable proof of the cor- 
rectness of my theorles—but my conyic- 
tions are based on much wider grounds. 
1 havo tested my theories upon ot , and 
in every instance such experiments havo 
brought about the same results. There 
nro a good many people, I belic who 
think that I am merely a phenomenally 
ktrong man who is himself ignorant of the 
sources of his strength and who argue that 
my ‘so called system of physical culturo’’ 
is, to use A common expression, so much 
“showman’'s patter.’ That this is not 
the case I hope to show. I haye gone into 
the subject in a scientific manner and with 
the sole dosire of wresting from nature the 
secret of beautifying and developing the 
body. In that I think I have succeeded. 

Tho ‘athlete’? in the sense that the word 
is commonly used fs, In my mind, no ath- 
lete at all, for a real athicto must be a 
healthy man. But this is perhaps a little 
beside the point. As has been stated, by 
an athlcte is usually meant the man who 
has been trained, and itis really on this 
point, whether training produces strength 
in the best sense of the word, that Iam 
asked to give my opinion. Isay no! The 
t ng which an oars*nan ora runner un- 
dergoes nob only does not conduce to 

th, but is positively pernicious and 
dangerous. Training, so far as amateur 
are concerned, is largely a matter 
& and living by hard and fast 
1t means living for a considerable 
longth of time under entirely different 
conditions from those which a man has 
been accustomed to. This is altogether 
wrong, as it gocs directly contrary to na- 
ture. Nature gives aman a craying for 
ain articles of food und drink, and the 
that a man does craye for them shows 
nly that these things will do him good. 
‘ho pleasure he gets in haying that which 
he desires will holp him to digest and as- 
simulate it. Of course Lam speaking of 
the normal man, not of the dipsomaniac, 
theglutton or theobese man, This theory 
is, I am aware, contrary to the idc@s of 
minny medical men, but I know something 
about the construction and duties of the 
internal organs as well as of the bones and 
minscles and hold to it notwithstanding. 
But most people have practically found 
that this is the case. So the young man 
who prior to his period of training has 
been living an ordinary life suddenly flnds 
himself donied many of the little luxuries, 
such as his gluss of beer and his tobacco, 
he has been accustomed to indulge in. 
And on the top of this he has to do an ex- 
tra amount of hard physical work—tho 
engine has to put out more energy by the 
aid of fuel which is perhaps utterly un- 
suited to it, Yes, it nay be said, that is 
quite true, but the proof of the pudding is 
in the eating. This noxious system docs 
turn out the youny athlete in capital con- 
dition. That, I would answer, largely de- 
pends upon what you mean by condition. 
Certainly the university oarsman cradicd 
in thi ci appears to benefit by it, but 
docs he renlly? I say no; that he not only 
weakens his whole constitution, but does 
hot produce anything like the amount of 
muscle and “go"’ which he might obtain 
by more judicious methods with a tithe of 
the exertion. 

Yo my mind, the building up of a fine 
physique is similar to tho building of a 
louse. You do not put a massive roof 
upon thin walls; you are careful that 
every brick is truly laid; you make quite 
sure of your foundations before you pro- 
ceed further. And thus should it be in 
the development of the human body. It 
can be done no other way, But is it so in 
the case of the trained athlete? Muscle, 
y lump here and a lump there, but 

w often do you find one with cvery 
muscle in his body perfectly and symmet- 
rically deycloped? Not in one case out of 
10,000. In tho other 9,999 cases the devel- 
opment is exceedingly irregular; the man 
with good biceps has a poor chest, he with 
fine calf has vory inferior development in 
the upper part of his body. Not only this, 
but the smaller muscles are, In the major- 
ity of traincd men, almost nonexistent, 
and they are really the most important, 
constituting as they do the connecting 
links of the whole fabric. The muscles 
which appear on the surface are yaluablo, 
but they are not all important; those 
which aro deepér seated have their part to 
play in supporting and sustaining tho 
others whilo they are at work. Further, 
miuny of the chief internal organs are 
largely muscular; if the machine is to 
work smoothly and safcly, thoy must bo 
pufticiently strong to bear the strain im- 
posed by the violent exertion of the ex- 
ternal muscles. Muscular development 
must be distributed equally all ovor, in- 
side and out, if it Is to be a source of real 
strength. A man with a huge arm may 
be actually weaker than another individ- 
zal with only half his development if the 
former's heart and lungs are not propor- 
tionately powerful, These, then, are, I 
think, the groat mistakes of training. In- 
xtoad of endeavoring to build up the body 
gradually in nature's own way, it alms at 
developing by violent methods certain 
muscles which are required for the per- 
formance of specific feats.

LIFE IN SMALL CITIES, 


More Comfort, Happiness and Sucocss 


Than In the Big Centors, 

“The higher salaries of tho larger cities 
\s perhaps what attracts young men more 
potently than any other factor,’’ writes 
Edward W. Bok in Tho Ladies’ H 
Journal, pointing out “Where Su 
Awaits Young Men'’—in the small 
{es. ‘But, unfortunately,” he says, ‘‘as 
thousands of young men have found for 
themselves, these salaries are not so high 
as they were led to believe, nor will the 
city Income buy as much in the metropolis 
as they bargained for. A salary of $2,000 
a year in a big city will not bring a young 
man the comfortable living which $1,000 
aycar means to him in the smaller com- 
munity. With a far more moderate salary 
the rising young clerk, manager or busi- 
ness man in the small city lives likoa 
king in comparison to the man of equal 
position in the large center. If he earns 
$1,000 or $2,000 a year, he has his own lit- 
tle home, by lease or purchase. For $25 
per month he can have his own pretty cot- 
tage, with God's pure sunshine on four 
sides of it. His children have their own 
er plot for their playground. His porch 
is his evening pleasure and his Sunday de- 
light. Trees shade his street, cool his 
rooms and make living a comfort. His 
friends live all around him. 

‘Ho knows the man who lives next door. 
His neighbors’ children are his children’s 
playmates. His social life has a meaning 
to it; it is a joy andan exhilaration to 
lim, When he goes out in the evening, it 
is into a home gathering where every face 
is familiar and where he is known and 
welcomed. He has time to read, something 
which the man in the larger city, whom 
he enyles, has not. His church is to him 
like a family gathering every Sunday 
morning.

Flogging In the English Schools. 

In former times much of the discipline 
was administered by the head master, A 
certain Dr. Keate, who was head master 
toward the middle of this century, is cele- 
brated for his floggings. A characteristic 
instance occurred when a yery popular 
boy, named Munro, was dismissed from 
school for refusing to be flogged. At the 
next ‘‘absence,’’ when his name was omit- 
ted from the roll call, his friends set up a 
shout of ‘*Munro, Munro! Boo, boo!’’ In 
punishment for this they were told to 
come daily to an extra absence. This they 
decided not to do, and also determined not 
to be flogged for it. Keato very craftily 
waited until after ‘lock up,’’ when the 
boys were scattered in the various board- 
ing houses, and then sent tho assistant 
masters to fetch them for punishment in 
relays. 

ome of the boys tried to organize re- 
sistance by shouting from the windows: 
“Don't be flogged! We hayen't been 
flogged!’’ but the relays kept coming in to 
Keato until after midnight, and all but 
two of the boys were flogged—oyer 80 in 
all. According to tradition, Keate was 
positively fond of using the birch, On ono 
occasion, it is said, the names of a batch 
of candidates for confirmation were by 
mistuke sent to him on a“*bill”’ like that 
used for reporting boys for punishment. 
The boys tried to explain the matter, but 
Keate only flogged them the harder for 
what he considered an irreverent trick to 
escape punishment, All this happened in 
tho time when the boys lived under 
“dames’’ In the boarding houses.—Har- 
per’s Round Table. 


Secondhand Anchors, 

In the wide variety of things that can 
be bought secondhand are anchors, It 
might be supposed that anchors would 
neyer wear out ond that once aboard a 
ship they would stay there. But while 
anchors are not fragile things, they do 
rust out and wear out and sometimes they 
are broken, Ships are wrecked or broken 
up, and their tackle sold. Sometimes a 
ship parts a cable and loses an anchor, 
which may be picked up by wreckers. 

Anchors are sold by the pound, and a 
ship's anchor, secondhand, that was in 
perfect condition would bring within 1 
tent or 145 cents a pound of as much aso 
new anchor and would be sold for the reg- 
tar uses of an anchor Worn or broken 
anchors, of course, sell for less, and thoy 
are sold to be used as anchors for moor- 
ings for yachts and othor vessels, When 
an old anchor is beyond this use, it goes 
to the scrap heap.—Now York Sun.

A System That Protects Against Froozing 
‘ect Ventilation, 


and Glyes 


The building can be made any size or 


form dosired, provided you secure pro 
tection against freezing and perfect ven 
tilation. In localities where the winter 


temperature is apt to fall to 85 degrees 
below zero sucha building must be very 
carefully constructed. A New York cor 
respondent of American Gardening 
thinks that the following plans would 
unswer the purpose: 

The foundation should be of stone, 2 
feet thick. Set 2 by 4 joists, 10 feet 
high for one story, 2 feet apart upon the 
foundation walls. Line up each side of 
the joists with good matched boards and 
paper the same with building paper. 
This will leaye an air chamber 4 inches 
wide in the center of the wall. On each 
side of this nail 2 by 6 plank and cover | 
it with siding on the outside, but with 
matched boards on the inside, filling the 
6 inch space with suwdust slightly 
packed. For the roof use 2 by 10 plank 
ceiled on both sides and the space filled | 
with sawdust. Tho outside of the roof 
must be covered with waterproof roof- 
ing. ‘There should be two doors, one to 
open inward and the other outward,

and they must be made thick so that the 
resistance to heat or cold will be about 
the same here as on the sides and ends. 
If windows are used, four sashes, about 
2or 8 inches apart and closely fitted, 
will be required. 

Now for ventilation, If the floor is 
high, so that water will not stay on it, 
I would leave a hole under the wall 
within a foot of the corner at each end. 
Build it up one foot above ground and 
cover it securely in such a manneras to 
be easy of access to open or close, as 
necessity may require. Then in the 
center of the roof leave a hole, say 12 
inches square, protected as you would 
the ventilator in an icehouse. The hole 
can be fitted with a door, either to 
swing or slide. This system will give 
perfect ventilation. Unless the temper- 
ature inside should be above 35 degrees 
the outside ventilators should’ not be 
open. This plan will answer well in 
summer or winter. Any carpenter ought 
to be able to get a good idea of the 
building from this description. 


Wintering Chrysanthemums. 

Mr, T, D. Hatfield, a high authority 
on this subject, observes in the transac- 
tions of the Massachusetts Horticultur- 
al society that when it is remembered 
that pomporf varieties are quite hardy 
in Massachusetts and many others near- 
ly so it will be seen that no pampering 
is necessary in wintering the plants 
over. Such as haye been grown in pots 
are by the nature of their previous cul- 
ture too tender to be turned out at once. 
A very cool cellar, such as a barn cel- 
lar, on a shelf near the light, would be 
a good place to keep them. A little 
frost would do them no harm. It is bet- 
ter to keop the plants cool, for if the 
place is at all warm they start into 
growth, and this weakens them. They 
freeze sometimes, but come ont all 
right in spring. 

Tso Small Fruits, 

After fruiting the roots of plants 
should be nursed back iuto vigorous life 
by cutting out all old and surplus 
growth, cultivating thoroughly and giy- 
ing a good dr ing of fine manure or 
wood eshes. This best prepares them for 
resisting the cold winters of the north 
and stimulates them for active work in 
the early springs of the south, writes a 
well known horticulturist in Garden- 
ing

BULB CULTURE, 


» Work Out of Doors—Covering 
the Bulb Bed. 
If wo would meet the early snow- 


frops and crocuses, the gandy tulip and 
the princely hyacinth, with their com- 
panions, in the garden in the spring, 
we must become fall planters. Jecause 
autumn docs not to many seem the right 
time for garden making no doubt many 
lawns and flower gardens are without 
these most charming flowers that other- 
Wise would have them. There is no 
good excuse for this. It is just as easy 
to make up and plant flower beds in 
September or October as it is in the 
spring, according to Vick's Magazine, 
from which the following is gleaned: 
The great value of the hardy bulbs in 
extending the season of bloom in the 
garden makes it inexcusable not to have 
them in abundance. Without this class 
the lawn and flower beds are bare of 
bloom for seyeral months in the spring, 
before they are occupied with the reg- 
ular summer flowers. It means one crop 
of bloom in the season when with au- 
tumn planting the same beds could haye 
succeeding crops frem early until late. 
Nor must we overlook the fact that of 
all our garden flowers the sweet, beau- 
tiful Dutch bulbs, coming in the lovely 
springtime when nature draws us to the 
garden, excel all others in delightful 
qualitie 
It is not in the 
vantage of this cl of bulbs most 
Strongly appea. Inasmuch as the sea- 


en alone the ad- 


son of bloom follows very quickly after 
warnith sufficient to start the growth 
sets in they are matchless among flow- 
ers suited to- home culture in winter. 
Whoever can succeed in growing any 
kind of house plants may without hes- 
itation undertake the culture of hardy 
bulbs in the window, for the culture of 
no others is easier. With the hardy 
bulbs at our command there is no ex- 
cuse for not haying an abundance of the 
most delightful flowers in our homes 
during the winter and spring. 

Be sure to give the spring blooming 
bulbs; a nice warm winter blanket of 
leaves, litter from the stable or brash 
or a combination of all, and do not be 
in a hurry in spring to get them out of 
their winter clothes Don't rush out the 
first warm day aud clear away all the 
brush and litter just because it is un- 
sightly looking. The crocus and snow- 


1 drop will not need so warm a’ coyering 


as the other bulbs and can be uncovered 
earlier in the spring. But from the tu- 
lips, hyacinths, ete., gradually remove 
the covering, leaving the finest of the 
stable litter on the beds permanently. 


The Most Costly Fruits. 

As estimated in the New York Sun, 
hothouse grapes are the costliest of 
fruits. ‘‘They are never less than 75 
cents a pound, and when they are most 
costly, in February and March, they 
sell for $9 a pound, sometimes going as 
high as $10 a pound. At prices ranging 
up to $2 a pound there is a ready sale 
for them. At the higher prices they are 
sold almost exclusively for the use of 
invalids. There is asale for all that are 
produced, but the production at the sea- 
son of highest prices is small. The cost 
of production is great, and the vines 
may die from exhaustion after a single 
season of forcing. 

“The next most costly frnit is the 
hothouse peach, Hothouse peaches sell 
in February at $2.50 each. They are 
used mainly by invalids, but such peach- 
es are also often sold for gifts. They 
are presented as flowers, or as bonbons 
would be, Three or four peaches are 
packed in cotton and set off with a few 
peach leaves in a handsome box. Hot- 
house peaches run down to abont 60 
cents each in April and May, when we 
begin to get the first of the perches 
from the south.” 


Growing Violeta. 

Violets are so easy to grow that it is 
surprising they are not in every garden. 
They are not injured by frosts, but the 
severe frost has to be kept from them 
to get them to bloor all winter long 
A little two-light cold frame will secure 
this effectually, If made tight and 
strong, they will do good service for 
many years. Tho frame may be put in- 
to shape and the violets planted in Sep-

tember or October, and the plants will 


be in flower by Christmas and then 
keep it up until far into spring. One of 
the troubles is to get the sash and frames 
properly made. 3ut these can now be 
procured ready made and shipped ata 
small cost. To show what a good frame 
should be Meehan in his Monthly calls 
attention to an illustration from Lord 
& Burnham's catalogue of a cold frame, 
with sash placed in position and tho 
plants set in the earth beneath,

"She Bessemer Steamship Company, 
which is John D. Rockefeller’s big line 
of lake steamers and tow barges, has 
just closed a contract for the three 
largest ships ever constructed for 
service on fresh water, As the big 
ships built for this line over a year ago 
were larger than anything brought 
out previously, so the new boats will 
be an advance in size over even those 
enormous freighters, The contract for 
the three went to F,.

The three must be completed by next 
May, and all together will carry over 
twenty thousand tons of iron ore in a 
single trip on a draft of seventeen feet 
of water. The steamers dimensions

The engines will be quadruple expan-

GUNS, RAMS AND TORPEDOES. 


Some Dobatable Matters In the Methods 
of Modern Marine Warfare. 

We know that the bigyer the gun the 
less likcly it is to hit the target, but, 
again, our data only suggest that the best 
possible lics ina mean—a mean that is 
left to individual judgment. A year ago 
the 12 inch gun embodied this mean. Al- 
ready the French haye discarded it fora 
heavier weapon, and we may look to see 
other nations following suit. 

The ram, tested by results, has proved 
itself more likely to be fatal by accident ~ 
than by design. From an absolute belief 
in it, opinion gradually changed tillit was 
spoken of as an impossible weapon, and 
the French, previously so partial to enor- 
mous spurs, so far discarded their ald 
ideals as to build their battleship Brehnus 
without any ram atall. Yet, at the same 
time, the United States were busy over 
the Katahdin, a“ram’ pure and simple 
she is now in the navy. France is build- 
ing ram bowed ships once more, and the 
new second class British cruiser Arrogant 
and her sisters are short, doubled ruddered 
ships specially designed for use as rams. 
Where, then, lies the truth about the ram? 

‘The torpedo again forms debatable land. 
With the torpedo vessel 1 shall deal farther 
on; bere we need but consider the ship's 
torpedo tube. The torpedo is a destructive 
weapon, but it cannot be used ata range 
inuch exceeding a ouarter of amile, At 
that distance the big gun can hardly miss, 
and its devastation would be quite as ap- 
palling as any that the less accurate tor- 
pedo could effect. Moreover, the slow 
speed of a torpedo—slow in comparison 
with a projectile—infinitely increases the 
risk of damaying ao fend instead of the 
enemy aimed at. Also, every part of tho 
ironclad not heavily armored being seareh- 
ed by quick fire shell, the torpedoes are 
likely to be explgded in their tubes long 
ero they can be employed. So niuch iv 
this recognized that the underwater tube 
alone is being adopted for new designs, 
while the above water tubo ts condemned 
entirely. But qubpuorger tubes are diffi- 
cult to use. In the British navy, certain~ 
ly, the defiection of the torpedo caused by 
tho ship's movement has been reduced tw 
a very few degrees, but perfection is still 
some distance off. With other nations, 
the tube, being of cruder design, the dex 
flection is so enormous that a hit ot apy 
appreciable range must be almost a matter 
of pure chance.—Forum,

night on the shore. The missionary work 
in our parish, which is 1,500 by 30u 
miles in extent, has been yery success- 
ful. We have three classes of natives 
there to teach, and all of the Creo In- 
dians can read. Deer is the principal 
tood. The weather there is oftgn said to 
be ‘eight months winter and the rest 
bad weather.’ We have at intervals dur- 
ing July and August two or three days 
of fine weather.” 

Mr. R. E. Scillett, the inspector of 
dairying for the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture in Prince Edward Island, 
reports to the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture that the factories in Prince Edward 
Island, which were establisked there by 
the Dominion Government, and which 
are now managed by joint stock compan- 
ies of the farmers themselves, are doing 
well, ‘The Government has now no re- 
sponsibility in the management of them. 
A good many of the cheese factories 
have twice as large an output as in 1806, 
anda few of them will manufacture 
three times as much cheese as they did 
then. In addition to the number of cheese 
factories ut which butter was made last 
winter butter-making plants are now 
boing put into no less than eleven fac- 
tories for the coming winter. Eighteen 
butter factories will be running as win- 
ter creameries, jn addition to the central 
creamery im Charlottetown, and one 
creamery, Which was not started by the 
Government. There are now thirty-two 
factories in successful operation in sum- 
mer and nineteen creameries in winter, 
as the result of Goyernment assistance 
for a year. Tho value of the output for 
the year Js estimated at over $300,000, 

Prof. Robertson, Commissionor of 
Agriculture, and Mr, A, G. Gilbert, 
Manager of the poultry department of 
the Experimental Farm, attended a 
meeting at Smith's Falls on Saturday, 
They had with them specimens of tur- 
koys, chickens, geese und ducks dressed 
in the manner suited for the British 
markets.
